For Inspector 

■ An increase In salary for J. R. 

Lockhart, town milk inspector, 

wns recommended to iho town 
council by Dn J. H, Wesley, 
M.OJI., on Tue.^iiay evening, 

, The council referred tlio re- 
qtlt.sL io the finance committee, 
Jfis prtsenl salary is $300, Dr. 
Wesley said. Until an Aurora 
municipal inspector look over in- 
spection of shippers lo Cousins 
ipairj'i lie received $101). 

- "Ifo has licen doing ver>' good 
work, and ho has eo -operated 
wilh Ihe ,sbip|>er3/' said Dr, Wes- 
ley. "The shipiKjrs have been tak- 
ing the suggcHlfons he has made. 
He has attained rcmnrkahio re- 
fiuils, so good that mucli of the 
milk (hat comes from our ship- 
pers hns a lower haclcria count 
than when it comes from llic 
piwleurization planLi. 

"Dr. Ixickhart has each farm- 
ers milk analy/i'd twice a year 
and gives ihcm the results. That 
infipirefl the farmer to Improve," 

"We have been singularly free 
of epidemics," Mayor Dr. L. W. 
Dales told Dr, Wesley. "I don't 
know whether It has been due to 
the care with the milk or the 
strict quarantine you have been 
Imposing, J think that this 
council \a behind you to enforce 
quarantines atrlctly. The spring 
U the lime when these epidem- 
ic* come, and we can't be (oo 
careful." 

Counc-illoni Joseph Vale, J. L. 
Spillette, Frank Bow«r and Wm, 
DiKon, after etudylni; reports on 
milk from the two Hewmirkct 
dairies and Cousins Dairy, Au- 
rora, and i^porta on the milk 
flhlppcd, and questioning Dn 
WWey, asked whether the town 
«h«ii1d undertake weekly In- 
spection of the two Newmarket 
_ p^teurlzing plants. 

Dr. Wesley stated that it 
would mean a lot of work for the 
Inspector and he would have lo 
be paid for it. Ife stated that 
the provincial department of 
health at present makes a regu* 
lar Inspection of the dairies.

The mixture must he slightly 
moist for propfer fermentation. 
The heating mixture should be 
packed firmly in the bottom of 
the bed. Two feet depth is 
sufficient in our district. 

Soil for lop should be not less 
than four Inches deep. Cover 
the bed with its sash. After the 
inside Icmperattire has dropped 
to below 90 degrees T, filve the 
bed a thorough ventilation and 
sow the seeds. The bed should, 
of coun^e, be sheltered from 
strong winds, oven if you have to 
erect a temporary windbreak- -In 
case of sharp drop.i In the tem- 
perature, it is well to have straw 
mals, burlap bn^^ or newspapers 
held down with boards ready for 
covering the beds. 

Seeds to be Included in early 
sowings are hardy carnations, 
nf^ters, salvia, snapdragons, ver- 
benas, saipiglossis, tomatoes and 
your own private pot flowers.
